TEMPLE I EACHINGS. OPEN SERIES No. 186. 

The Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Breaths are Universal and Ilhmit- 
able. The four lower Þreaths are mvolved with the Iinitations. of 
the matter of the corresponding lower planes of ex1stence, and are 
of the nature of aspects of the three higher, that 1s to say. the three 
Breaths on the Higher plane becomes four Breaths on the lower 
plane due to the nnmutable law of the materialzations and crystal- 
zation of Spiritual forces in and with matter. The Three hecomes 
Four due to this law of sohds as the Triangle with 1ts Three hnes 
on a plane surface takes on Four «des when 1t becomes solidified 
Or material hodv. The fhrst s0ohd body possible 1s the Tetrad, each 
line, Surface and angle of which 1s pregnant with Deithc truths. 

The four lower Þreaths may be brietly defined betore constder - 
ing the mvstery of the Seventh. 

The First Breath. This 1s purely elemental and automatic and ts 
the lowest of the four lower or outer breaths. This fhrst hreath ts 
rhythmic molecular respiration, that 1s, respiration of the molecules. 
PFhis 18 really the lower astral breath which by repercuss1on on the 
physical envelope or body. causes the function of outer hreathing 
through the lungs. Death results when the molecular respiration 
ceases as the outer mass breathing must then also cease. 

The Second Breath. This 1s the Vital Breath or Rhythm pulsing 
—breathing—in and out of the cells and tissues of the Muicrocosm, 
[t 1s the analogue in the Microcosm of the Great Breath in the 
Microcosm. It 1s an aspect of- Atma in which the svnthetic becomes 
differentiated and vet retains 1ts synthes1s. 

Atma 1s everywhere and vet its lower Breath or rhythm may be 
modified, tinctured or colored by the will and desires of the creature. 
Thus the creature—man—hecomes a builder with the Divine and 
can help or retard nature in her evolutionary purpose as he keeps 
pure or pollutes the Second Breath with his images—creations. 

The Third Breath. The Third outer Breath is the lower posttive 
pole of the Sixth which 1s negative on its higher plane to the Atmic 
or Great Breath. The Third 1s Rupic and its respiratory impulses 
materialize the essence of Form by drawing from the Sixth Breath 
and So keeps the Rupic or Form principle in manifestation. This 
apphes to all of the planes. Were this Breath lacking it would he 
Imposstble to clothe our thoughts or ideas in any kind of form what- 
<0ever and the process of thinking would be imposstble with the 
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brain mind. Abstract thinking 1s only posstble on the highest plane— 
the s0-called planes of the Formless. Thought on the lower planes 
i= the tlashing of a snccesson of images ( forms) on the sensitive 
akasic screen ot the inner sensorium of the brain. 

The Fourth Breath. This Breath is negative to the Third and 
[11th Breath. It has wnportant functions and 1s a respiratory rate of 
balance between the higher and lower planes. The Fourth Breath 
inbreathes mim all things and creatures the Light of intelligence—the 
Rnowing Principle, through heing receptive and negative to the 
Impulses of the Fifth. 

The Divinest my<steries centre in the Seventh Breath which 1s the 
\uric Breath. The Seventh Breath 1s Self-Creative—it has no organ 
of action but every cell and atom breathes rhythmically with the 
Anric AIlL When the Seventh Breath 1s active every cell, molecule 
and atom of the nature breathes in pertect unison with the Universal 
\1Il—the Great Atmic Breath. Breath 1s the hie, Spiritual and ma- 
terial. The Breaths oft all the planes <hould be coordinated and 
when this 1s accomplished man hecomes more than man, he 18 a 
\Taster of Life—a NMaster of Breath. and 1s omnipotent. 

()ne-half of man 1s dead, a corpse, or let us say one-halt 1s still 
unborn. It has no breath. Everv centre, organ, cell and tisxue should 
breathe—have its rhythnncal vibration or express10n. Inner poten- 
cies are thus released as in the seed expressing 1ts germinal potencies 
by growth. Every living thing has breath and as everything 1s alive 
all things breathe, including the minerals. Sometimes 1t 18 one 
Lreath, sometimes another of the <even breaths according - to the 
plane and grade of matter involved. Modern science 1llustrates this 
in the case of seeds which breathe, taking in oxygen an giving out 
carbon dioxid. Placed in airtight containers most see«ds will die in a 
short time. When about to germinate, wake up, seeds breathe more 
rapidly and require more air. Minerals function the inner breath 
attuned to Universal Nature. The sun breath has an eleven-vear 
period. The unborn child functions the inner breath, the mother 
representing universal nature. The Seventh or Auric Breath 1s syn- 
chronized breathing on all the planes of self s1multaneously and this 
<ynthetic breath makes the full correlation ot man with the Higher 
Self. This Auric Breath marks in reality the identihcation of the 
individual with the universal and the Auric Breath 1s the true utter- 
ance of the Sacred Word—the Ineffable Name—as every plane of 
the Self and every cell and atom on every plane of the Selt 1s mm 


harmonized aspiration with Divine Consc1ousness.

'© TJecoime a material fact, it may be well to try to put into words, 
as tar as may he poss1hle, a description of it, and what it stands for : 
always bearing 1m mind the fact that the real Temple is something 

mech Humanity has been hutlding throughout the ages, and is made 
01 <nch fine material and of <uch high . Spiritual E=<sences that it 

ere vain indeed to expect or endeavor to» put into words more 
tran the very barest hmits of 1ts true <1gntficance. 

The Real- Temple 1s Humamty, and to the extent that one 1s 
mnterested mm and 1dentifthed with the welfare of Humanity as a 

10le ; to that extent, and that only, will he he recognized by the 
\lasters as a builder of the Temple and a worker in the Great \Work. 

[Let us throw into the discard now and forever, any conception 
tat the Lemple 1s an orgamization of chosen people (the Lord's 
anonted) who are elected to do a certain work and afterwards to 
reap a great reward, and that all the rest of the unfortunate Human 
ace 18 ON the other <1de of the tence, and does not belong in our set. 

[f the Temple, as an organization, 1s to accomplish anything 1t 
mus alwavs be as broad as Humanity and as wide as the world 18 
wade ; absolutely without creed or dogma, and hased on a rehgious 
philosophy which will at any time bear the scrutiny of Science and 
le open at all times to stand unshielded before the searchhight of 
Truth. It must always be ready to relinquish any teaching which 
may be proved to be erroneous; and to hold fast only to that which 
'« true and therefore capable of bearing the scrutiny of all, or any 
te<t that may be put upon 1t. 

Let us realize here, that each member of the Human Race 18 a 
member of the Great Temple: that each must in turn pass through 
the Temple Gates; undergo all the tests, joys and sorrows of the 
Neophyte; and in time he initiated into the Inner Degrees as his 
Soul Development may demand, until he at last hecomes a © \Master 
\Taon.” 

And now, as regards the Temple Building, which will be bwlt, 
<0 far as possthle, in snch shape and proportion as will symbohze 
the degrees of the Temple and the haxic truth upon which it 158 
founded. 

The <hape is triangular. The triangle has been used through the 
ages and in practically all religions, as a symbol of Deity. the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost —Brahma, \ 15hnu and Shiva,—Atma, 
Buddha. Manas — Matter, Force, and Consciousness ; call it what we 
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may, it 1s always triple in nature, the Father, the Mother, and the 
Son, resulting from the umion of these two. 

The building will measure Forty-nine teet from angle to angle 
on the inside. The Order of the Fortv-nine 1s Humanity as a whole, 
and the ability to become 1dentifed with the Inner or Isoteric De- 
orees of the Great Temple 1s dependent entirely upon the evolutionary 
Status of the individual: As he develops in his Consctousness the 
qualihcations which entitle tim to a position in the Order »t the 
Phirty-<1x, or anv of the Inner Orders, he automatically, karmically, 
and perhaps unconsctously, steps into that Order and hecomes an 
integral part of it. In the Real Temple, the hrst Inner Order 1s 
that Of the Thirtv-<1x. 

This 18 a protective group of souls which <tands around the 
walls of the Inner Temple and guards the treasures therein. In our 
building, this Order is svmbolized by Thirtv-six pillars, ranged 
round the outude, Thirteen on each of the three s1des. These 
Pillars support the Porch, which 1s Seven feet wide. IT hey are each 
Seven feet high and Thirteen inches in diameter. 

The Pillars standing around the out<1de of the Temple are deeply 
<gniheant. Thev are the Souls, the units of Humanity who have 
arrived at a realization oft the Spiritual Truths which he hidden 
within the Temple. While they do not vet realize in their entirety 
the fullness of these truths, vet they have breathed in something of 
their essence ; they know that the Heart of the Temple contains 
them. and thev are willing and anxtous to make 4t their hfe s work 
to guard these truths and help the race to grow into realization of 
them, and to help hear the burden of supporting the building which 
contains them. Each pillar will be Seven teet high and Thirteen 
inches in dameter. 

The number Seven 1s referred to in (ccultism far more frequently 
than any other number, for it 1s the key number to everything in 
the Umverse, both Spiritual and Material. We have the Seven 
metals, seven tones in the musxical <scale, seven colors in the solar 
Spectrum, Seven states of matter from the solid ice up to the Etheric 
<tate ; seven planets in the Solar System ; seven Kingdoms of Nature ; 
in (ccultism, three Elemental Kingdoms, Mineral, Vegetable, Ani- 
mal, and Spiritual. Seven Principles of Man; Seven Planetary 
Spirits ruling their corresponding Hierarchies; the seven Plexuses 
or centers of action of the hody, ruled by their seven corresponding 
Chakras or centers in the head (seven orifices in the head). The 
Seven latwas, or baxic forces on which all the Manifested Universe 
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1s burlded up : the Seven primary divisions of the creat Father Force 
winch called, or rather 1s now and alwavs callins the Universe into 
Being. Let us think for a moment of the beginnings when there 
was no material world. Then a point from which raved out Seven 
heautitul, glowing colors. Gradually these colors took on Sound, and 
the sound Became form; and each unit as it raved out from the 
parent stem divided into seven parts; seven colors, seven notes, 
<even great forces, electricity, magnetism, sound, light, heat, cohe- 
1-1, gravity,—and then around these great primary forces was 
gradually bulded up, and 1s <till building, this beautiful world with 
it= nunerals, and vegetation, 1ts animals and Humans, and (ods 
and Archangzels:; all built up mm strict mathematical order. following 
the law of the Creator as expressed always in groups of even 
1pulses. It 1s hike a wonderful tree (and indeed has been svrmbol- 
1zed in the Ancient Norse mythology as a tree, Ygdraxil, the ' ree 
it Lite) having 1ts roots in the Central Spiritual Sun from which 
t draws all of its sap and nourtshment, raving out into innumerable 
ranches, twigs and leaves; alwavs in groups of seven. In the 
=pring the tree <ends forth its branches and gradually a new Unt- 
verse unfolds into manifestation, a Manvantara, or Period of Ix- 
ternal Expresson. In the fall it draws hack into 1ts roots the sap 
and sustenance for its branches and sinks back into Pralaya. the 
Sleep of a U miverse. 

And s we see that the number Seven, as symbolzed in the 
herght of the Temple Pillars, and in many other ways in the Temple 
Plan, 1s a very important number indeed. 

Now these pillars are thirteen inches in diameter. I hirteen 15 
the number of the Christos,—-the One, Christ, surrounded by the 
twelve Apostles. [ach of these, of course, represented a distinct 
fOrce, a State of Consciousness; and each apostle was necessary to 
the Christ and the force which he represented was essential to the 
full expression of the work for which the Christ descended to the 
[Larth. 

You will note that the Temple is supported on these pillars, an 
that each pillar is <even feet high and thirteen inches in chameter. 

Here we have the Buddhic force, the Christ consc1ousness, SUr- 
rounded bv the twelve apostolic building forces which ex1st in the 
consciousness of Humanity, holding up the roof of the Temple, 
and thus providing a $helter under which all Humanity may find 
a refuge. Of course, we are trying to put into words Spiritual 
Truths which are far too elusive and immaterial to be imprisoned

in language; and all we can hope to accomplish 1s to awaken the 
intere<t and arouse the attention to a degree where the student wall 
throw on the matter the hght of his own intuition, thus awakening 
in his own consciousness a realzation of the essential correspondence 
which ex1st in his own self and im the Universe around him. 

The Christ alwavs means sacrifhce. Jesus gave up his hte that 
men might live. The rav of Christ-force left its state of Bliss and 
Dlunged down into Matter, sacrifhiced itself that it might illuminate 
the Lower Mind of Man; and it 1s upon this Prineiple of sacrifice 
that the Temple of Humanity 1s being built today and all the time. 

Above our Porch will be ten windows on each ide with nine 
Danes 1n each window. Ten 1s the perfect number ; nine 1s the num- 
ber of mamfestation,—the nmme manitest are contained in the One 
tnmanifest. This ten 1s the Whole, mamitested and unmanitested. 
and nime 18 perfection 1m manitfestation and 1s contained in the (One. 
The ten would be the beginning of a new cvcle of evolution. 

The hght comes from above. There are no windows lower than 
the apex of the Pillars, and the Pillars stand on the outside of the 
Femple; all of which 1s deeply symbolical. 

()n each of the three <1des there will he two doors, making 1x 
gpenings in all. the interior heing the <vnthests of all the openings, 
the <eventh. Here we have the number seven agam, with 1ts cor- 
rexpondences on all the planes of heing. 

In the exact center » the Temple 1s placed the Central .\ltar. 
First 1s laid a base, under ground. one foot thick and four feet 
<quare. This might <vmbolhze the Four Masters whose particular 
work 1s the bwldinz of the Temple of Humanity. On the hasxe 1s 
built a <xohd cube, compoeetd of thirteen <tones of equal diunensons, 
in the center of which are placed various Temple records and relies. 
Again the thirteen, the number of the -Christ,—the Symbol of Sac- 
rifice. 

Reeting On this Cube 18 a <ohd Tetrad, three feet in height. I his 
=rmbolizes the Upper Triad, the Higher Self, rexting on and dom1- 
nating the lower quaternary or Animal Man. This is the sacrihcial 
Altar, the proces of conquering the lower animal Self and trans- 
muting its forces into the higher self. The neophvte prostrates hun- 
<li upon the altar, 1= hurned by the fires of renunciation and the 
anguich of Self restraint and abnegation ; and out of the flames artses 
the glorifhed Chrixt, the Divine Essence, —which returns again to 

Its Father im Heaven. ()* course we realize that this is purely 
&ymbolc. gl hat it corresponds to a process of Transmutation which

whether they have intentionally taken up the task of cainine 
Conscious. LU nity with their Inner Selves or not. 

A pomt 15 reached, however, by everv ne, where thev are con- 
ronted with this almost superhuman task ; and at that time the 
Rmght 1s preented with his armour.

through the sense of s1ght, touch, taste, etc. The Divine Stde of 
him calls to him 1o Seek satisfaction 1n Spiritual Things; m any- 
thing outside of his sense nature. 

In the very center of the roof of the Temple 1s an eye,—the eye 
of Shiva. This 1s the Watcher, the Messenger from above, who 
gmdes and directs the Neophyte. The messages from the Watcher 
come into the Mind of the Student through the Pineal Gland, and 
must he connected with the Heart and Sent out from it in actnal 
pulsating waves 2f effort toward the uphfting and advancement ot 
Human Progress.

the Altar of Sacrifice, and thence up the Antaskarana or channel 
which connects the Outer with the Unmanitest-s1de of things, con- 
<1Sts really in the gradual awakening of the Powers of Intuition. 
obedience to the \ oice of Conscience; and a strict and unremitting 
reming m and governing of the Animal which 1s in each of us. 

In conclusion | cannot do. better than read the Call to Arms.

The Temple was founded by the Master Hilarion, assisted by 
the Master M. and overshadowed by one of the Greater Ones in 
the vear 1898 for the express purpose of preparing a group through 
whom the avataric forces of the Age to come might be transmitted 
into the heart of humanity, and by whom a geographic locality might 
be clothed with the Spirit and the Word of the Age of the Christ. 
So Halevon was laid down on the rim of the Pacific. And as con- 
tients come and go through the shifting of the earth crust in the 
great Sea waters of change this rising edge of the. west land is 
none other than the reappearing run of the long <submerged Lemuria ; 
a land where once the Race dwelt in the cradle days of its earth life 
and upon which <tood the first temples. Over the altar stones of 
one of these temples <tands the Temple at Halevon. And not only 
loe=s 1t stand thus at the place of the sacred fires on the edges of 
two continents but 1t stands as a gateway of the Spirit through 
which the Avatar may again enter the earth life. 

At the trne when Helena Blavatsky was sent by the Masters of 
[L1ght and Wisdom into a world mmmersed 1n crass materialhism there 
was not a glimmering thought of an age of $spiritual awakemng.

| fear we are nearly all too prone to search the heavens for our 
needed knowledge, forgetting the fact that every grain of sand and 
Irop of water contains the essence of the Universe. We are often 
caught calling things common” and ©unclean,” and considering 
-uch heneath our carne<t con<deration ; but one of the greatest truths 
that my comprehens10n has ever grasped came to me through the 
verv proSaic occupation of frving doughnuts. If any doubt my state- 
ment 1 would axk snch to just think of the ingredients, the process 
ot cooking in the oil, a fat all of which contains the elements of heat, 
light, vibration, Sound, color, and form, as the inner and outer circle, 
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and you will readily comprehend the- train of thought to which [1 
refer. 

Dut of all the lessons that the study of Nature and her laws has 
yet given me, the study of the clouds has been more prolific in 
results. In one verse of the © Voice of the Silence” we read, ©His 
body (that of the Adept) becomes like a cloud from which limbs 
nave sSprouted. GChrist 1s represented as coming in the clouds of 
heaven at Is Second coming and as having been enveloped in a 
cloud at his ascens1on, and there are numerous references to clouds 
in all mystic works. 

| have otten considered the clouds from a material point of view, 
but I now see a vital hving realitv in every cloud I hehold and one 
that gives me an adequate conception of that most diftcult problem, 
the individuality of Body and umity of souls. Watch the sky some day 
when the whole horizon 1s darkened by clouds and no breaks appear 
anywhere. It seems_ hke a dense pall covering 'the world. Watch 
Still, and presently you will see the clouds hegin to break up and 
Scatter, rolling, tuinbling into and through each other with hiehtning- 
Ike rapidity Iither and yon, each one evidently hent on its own 
particular work. Watch still, and perhaps vou will see the Separate 
particles drawing together again, recombining in a group. To my 
mind each of these clouds 1s the covering or clothes o' a s$piritual 
entity husy about 1ts work of repeophng the worlds 1n Space. 

Tust examine one (drop of water through a microscope and con- 
centrate vour mind upon what you find there. Among many other 
things belonging to the Elemental Kingdom are mvriads of httle 
lives, each showing the posttive and negative poles of being and con- 
taining the seeds of future growth. Before that drop of water 18 
again absorbed by the atmosphere it has left many hives on earth and 
taken Something from earth. W know that the Iigher elementa[ls 
are always working for the Universal Self. We also know there 1s 
a very mystic supersensuous power in water. \Vhat more hkely than 
that it is through the clouds that the Spirits of the Air hterally give 
material life to all on earth 

Tust think of the manner in which the drops of water, upon being 
distributed, come into intimate relation with the points of Prana or 
life force, and thence directly into and around all earthly organized 
life.

All the hight we have 1s that which radiates from the Great 
Sacrifice. If any of us weary and fall, the ones behind us cannot get 
any farther unti] we have risen. If we are led out on some side path 
by the senses, our brothers must <tand and wait until we come hack, 
or <stop and mourn our loss and «do all they can to find us and hring 
1s back, even 1t 1t 1s to place our feet at the foot of the path again.

THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieb 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-race. 

The place of each atone is determined by the law of gselection, and the 
twme law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and correspond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his term 
ef gervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is ** recognized ”” 
by the Master Builder, and raiged to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be conscious of the prezgence of that Master, until his apprenticeship is 
eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Coamic Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ehelas or digciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has causged the
